some queer facts. Who would have supposed, 
for instance, that the people of this country chew 
more than 10,000,000 pounds of licorice per year, 
aside from that used medicinally? Yet the report 
shows that 11,653,339 pounds of licorice was used 
by the tobacco factories of the country, in the 
past fiscal year, in manufacturing their chewing 
tobacco. In addition to this, they used 11,257,100 
pounds of sugar in the same way—to make the 
tobacco good to those who were to chew It. 
There were made by these same factories a little 
over 110,000,000 pounds of chewing tobacco during 
the year; so that we may conclude that 10 per 
cent of the chewing tobacco made and chewed is 
licorice and another 10 per cent is sugar. Beside 
this, there was over 6,000,000 pounds of some mys- 
terious “other material” used in the same way. 
What this “other material” is, is probably only 
known to the honest tobacco-makers who report 
it in this uncertain way. Perbaps it is glycerine, 
which is sweet, or fusil oil, which would impart 
the peculiar flavor sometimes observed in 
THE BREATH OF THE TOBACCO-CHEWER, 

At least the presence of this 6,640,486 pounds of 
“other maternal’ brings up the total to about 
30,000,000 pounds of ‘‘flavoring’’ matter introduced 
in the 131,833,035 pounds of chewing tobatco-made 
in this country last year, or over 2 per cent of 
every pound that is chewed. 

New Jersey takes the lead inthe manufacture 
of tobacco ri making a close second, North 
Carolina third and New York fourth. New Jersey 
leads also in the manufacture of snuff, making 
nearly 2,000,000 pounds annually out of 5,000,000

In the manufacture of cigars New York leads.

Having both the State and Federal execu- 
tives on their side, they boldly precipi- 
tated a race collision again, believ- 
ing that they could use it to ad- 
vantage. The first acts of violence 
committed in the campaign were against 
negroes who dared to come out for straight 
Republican or Democratic candidates. 
The most provoking taunts, the loudest 
bravado, the fiercest threats poured in tor- 
rents from the MAHONE side. 
In his owntown theonly disturbance at 
the polls was created by MAnone himself 
andthe only person whe drew a pistol at 
the polls was his son. When a negro, ap- 
proaching the ballot-box with a Democratic 
ticket in his hand, refused to let it be re- 
placed with a Manor ticket, the Senator 
himself tried to set a negro mob on the voter 
by crying out: “He has Funder money in his 
pocket.” In the rush that was made to 
protect the negro Manon declared that 
some one struck him and offered $100 for 
the man who did it, while his son drew and 
flourished a pistol. An old gentleman who 
was trying to get out of the crowd had his 
nd driven accidentally by some one else so 
that it barely touched the little Senator’s 
face, but as the old gentieman prudently 
said nothing till next day, he was not shot, 
and MAHONE’S son was fined $15 for draw- 
ing a pistol. 
The simple fact is that a recent United 
States Court decision left the Readjuster 
movement without a legal leg to stand on, 
and MAHONE’S corrupt and overbearing 
methods, coupled with a general distrust of 
his queer position and party relations, 
turned thousands of his former followers 
against him. Instead of posing as the 
martyr of aterrorism which he himself in- 
augurated, he should be held to answer in 
court for insulting negro voters and trying 
to start a bloody riot at the polls in his own 
town. 


RELIGIOUS CHARITY. 

The very learned and Reverend Dr. DoLL- 
INGER, the leader of what is called the Old 
Catholic movement in Germany, has shown 
the reality of his liberalism in a manner as 
striking as it is unusual. He writes that 
the Old Catholics may take part in the ap- 
proaching LuTHER festivities, apart from 
religious grounds, because he did so much 
for the language, letters and education of 
the country as to deserve the everlasting 
thanks of all Germans.” 

The world’s debt to LuTHER is not meas- 
ured by the limits of the German language 
or race. He was one of the world’s great 
men. 

The revolution to which his name has been 
given was accomplished because the world 
was ripe for it, and if LuTHER had not led 
it it would have found another leader. But 
when the circumstances of the times gave 
him his opportunity he showed himself to be 
the right man for the place, a real leader of 
men. 

He has rendered great services to mankind, 
as Dr. DoLLINGER points out, and even 
those who differ widely from his teachings 
may follow Dr. DOLLINGER’s suggestion, 
and honor one who deserves the everlasting 
thanks, not only of all Germans, but of al! 
mankind.

FRENCH SUICIDES. 


How Giddy Girls in Paris End Their 
Lives. 
Paris Correspondent of the N. V. World. 

The week has been fruitiul of a crop of 
suicides, no les than three young gifs and 
one young man failing victims. Victorine 
Moreau killed herself by jumping out of the 
third story window of the house No. 41 Rue 
des Petite Carreaux, because her lover ac- 
cused her of having stolen 300 franes from 
him. He pretended to have lodged a com- 
plaint with the police, and came to the house 
at II o'eloek in the morning with a man 
whom de said was a detective and would 
search the room. Whether innocent or 
guilty, Victorine preferred death to being 
lucked up. Shesprang from the window 
and was taken to the house so seriously in- 
jured that she died the next day. 

Felicie Albin, searcely 22 vears of age, 
chose the same death, after having on two 
previous occasions made unsuccessful at- 
tempis at suicide. Shelived on the second 
floor at No. 42 Rue Cadet. With her lover 
and several friends sie had dined at a res- 
taurant and returned honie with them tow- 
ardio’clock in the morning, They sat 
down to a gaine of cards, when suddeniy Fe- 
licie arose, ran to the window, and threw 
herself out of it. Tho unhappy gir! fract- 
ured her skull, and death was instautan- 
Sous. 

Jeanne Noeme, 20 years old, also sprang 
from the window of her room ina house on 
the Rue Maitre-Albert. She had a quarrel 
with her lover, Francois Stoff, and threat- 
ened to leave him, whereupon he beat her. 
The neighbors, bearing her cries, were about 
to intervene. when the window was sud- 
denly opened and the young girl was 
seen to spring out. She fell on the top of a 
passing wagon and bounded Min the middie 
of the thoroughfare. At the same moment a 
carriage rolled by and the unfortunate girl 
was crushed under its wheels. Just betore 
she breathed her last she said that she com- 
mitted suicide to eseape her iover’s blows. 

Pierre Ostallier, 24 years old, shot himself 
in the head in the Cour des Miracles, a quar- 
ter of the city so romantically described by 
Victor Hugo in his “Notre Dame.“ and 
which has been the scene of many tragedies 
since the time Esmeralda lived there with 
the beggars. A few minutes before 5 o'clock 
Pierre asked the janitress if a shop-girl 
named Antoinette Leret had not left a letter 
for lim. A note was produced, which he 
read, aud then drawing a revolver frow his 
pocket placed it to his left ear and pulied 
the trigger. The ball entered nis skuil and 
remained there. Lhe young man sank un- 
conscious to the sidewalk in a pool of blood. 

Pierre aud Antuineite had lived together 
for two years. Tired of her lover’s ill-treat- 
ment, the young girl left him and optained 
lodgings with iier employer, M. Dequant, for 
a long time sought to induce her to return to 
him. Autolnette declined aud left a note 
which contained only these words: 

“It is useless to even write te me.” 

After having read this cold farewell he 
fired the fatal shot, and expired at mid- 
night. ; 

A remarkable point is that all three girls 
chose the same hurrible way of ending their 
young lives. 

Tne statisties of suicide for this city alone 
show that over half of the acts of self de- 
struction by women are by throwing them- 
selves to the ground from high places. 

Pierre Ostallier, man-like, chooses the ro- 
volver. There are savants nere who, Know- 
ing the sex, nativity, temperament, and sur- 
rounding circumstances of these four per- 
sons, could have predicted that 8 would 
have chosen tue very forms of death which 
they did. I wish to limit myself to drawing 
on one concluston— Paris is no place for 
giddy young girls and young men of an ar- 
dent temperament.
